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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because:Applicant contends that Ando does not teach or 
suggest a display brightness featured value detecting circuit as set forth in claim 1 . Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner is relying on 
the EHT circuit (015) fig. 4. Ando states, "[a]n ABL/ACL compensation voltage is generated by an EHT circuit 15. A compensation voltage 
sharing circuit 16 shares the compensation voltage outputted from EHT circuit 15 according to the ratio of the APL values detected at first 
APL detection circuit 13 and second APL detection circuit 14 and outputs a first compensation voltage and a second compensation voltage, 
(col. 3-4, lines 65-5). An extra high tension (EHT) circuit provides a voltage such that electrons are accelerated from the neck of a CRT 
towards a "final anode" an EHT voltage is typically generated from a step up transformer depending on the display loads or ratios. That is, 
when a large electron beam current flows through the CRT, a feed back signal, or compensation voltage is supplied from the EHT circuit to 
the compensation voltage disruption signal (0016) and a corresponding compensation voltage is applied to either/both the first and second 
video signals (01 1 and 012) according to the ratios determined at the first APL circuit and second APL detection circuit (013 and 014) The 
EHT is acting as a detection circuit because the EHT discerns how much compensation voltage (ABL/ACL) of the combined signals. The 
first APL and second APL circuits (013 and 014) discern how much compensation voltage (ABL/ACL) each of the first and second video 
signal receive according to each signals detected APL for optimal compensation according to signal ratios (col. 4, lines 32-40). 
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
